“The differences between the Min- 
ister of Education and the leaders of 
the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance have 
come toa head. Those who have been 
in a position to know what has been 
going on in the inside circles, have 
known that for two years back very 
acute differonces of policy have exist- 


‘ted. The Alliance leaders have been 


unrestrained both in their actions and 
in their criticisms of the Department 
and the Minister, for the reason that 
the Minister refused to comply with 
two or three of their demands. The 
leaders of the Alliance have shut 
their eyes completely to many other 
things that the Department has done 
that were of very great advantage to 
the teachers and have condemned ey- 
erything because of the fact that a 
few of their demands could not, in 
the interests of the public, be met. 
During the last few months the 


they would involve a vote of censure 
on the oflicials of the Alliance.

“But 
because I know there is absolutely no 
hope of fixing a minimum wage at 
this levol it is being argued that [ 
do not think teachers worth more than 
the $840 minimum now established. 
No one desires more than I do to see 
the teachers paid the best wages pos- 
sible, and no one recognizes the worth 
and high position of the teaching pro- 
fession more than I, but I am deter- 
mined to make real progress as far 
as 1 can for the cause of education in 
this province and I simply will not 
be stampeded into foolish and danger- 
ous steps that are being agitated for 
by a handful of radical people.”

Exorbitant profits mace by British 
retailers handling Canadian apples is] 
disclosed by J. Forsyth Smith, Can- 
adian fruit) trade commissioner at 
Liverpool, in a letter. to the British 
ministry of food. 

Mr. Smith declares the’ controlled 
maxiinum retai] price of two shillings 
per pound is far higher than the mar- 
ket warrants and enables the British 
retailer to make profits at from 25 to 
90 per cent on Canadian goods. 

The consumer, he claims, pays $25 
to $28 per barrel, whereas the Can- 
adian grower receives only $5.50 to 
$7.40. ‘Thus the retailers, for handing 
a package over the counter, receive 
more than the grower does for cul- 
tivating, spraying, picking, grading 
and selecting the fruit for export.

An interesting case of the use of 
concrete in bridge building occur- 
red in the double tracking of the 
North Toronto Sub-division of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway between 
Leaside and North Toronto, which 
involved the replacement of brides

inforced concrete, and are a triumph 
of railway construction work, No. 0.9 
being 386 fvet long and 90 feet high, 
carrying two tracks and No. 1.8 of 
similar dimensions but a three-track 
Structure.

But the 
only way to fight the evil is to keep 
at it. 

H. A. Craig, deputy minister of agri- 
culture, states that the government is 
taking steps to cope with the situation 
should a new outbreak occur next 
spring. Large supplies of poison ma- 
terlal are being secured and will be 
available for farmers ‘use as required. 
Tho poison mixture experimented with 
last spring has been found the most 
serviceable, and {ts use will be con- 
tinued in case of further trouble this 
year,
